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HOW A PREACHER SHOULD TREAT THOSE 
WHO WANT A CHANGE 

This is about the time of the year for pastor calling. 
Already, in a number of states, this has begun for our 
next Assembly year. 

In a democratic form of government one has the right 
to vote, and no one has a right to hinder or meddle with 
that honored privilege. 

Our church government being what it is (a blending 
form of the congregation, and episcopacy ending in the- 
ocracy—our ultimate aim), is democratic, and our lay mem- 
bers have the right to vote for their pastor, as the pastors 
have in voting for their state superintendent or overseer. 
They also have the same rights and privileges as all the 
ministers in voting on all the measures passed by our Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

In calling of the pastor, the church has the right to vote 
to retain the present pastor, to vote for a change, or may 
write on the ballot the name of any minister whom they 
desire as pastor. The state superintendent (overseer) takes 
the votes (the wishes of the laymen) and earnestly en- 
deavors to grant the request. There are times, however, 
when more than one church wants the same pastor, or the 
minister they call is not otherwise available; therefore, the 
state superintendent gives them the best minister avail- 
able for them. 

It is the right of the laymen to vote in calling their 
pastor. Sometimes the motive which prompts some to vote 
as they do is, in my opinion, not according to the will of 
God. Some people treat too lightly this important matter, 
and let their own whims, likes, and dislikes enter into it 
too much. 

Praying About Your Vote 

Voting for your pastor should be a matter of sincere 
prayer, for the work of the Lord is so important that a pas- 
tor not in his rightful place may hinder the progress of the 
church. 

If there are any church bosses around, they will crawl 
out at voting time and try to dictate to others just how 
they should vote. They begin to imagine what may happen 
and magnify the shortcomings of this minister and that 
one, and generally do considerable damage to the present. 
It has been said, “The meanest person among the mean 
is a church boss!” 

Every person is entitled to vote his or her own convic- 
tions. Of course, after the voting is over, the decision to 
accept or reject is still left with the minister, and the min- 
ister’s attitude toward those who voted for a change, or 
for someone else, is very important. 

The Minister Must Be Too Big to Be Little 

Pastor, those who voted, as you feel, “against you” should 
not be “preached at” from the pulpit as if they were 
traitors and trying to tear up the church. You must not 
abuse them; that will hurt more than it will do good. Treat 
them kindly—make yourself friendly toward them, so they 
will feel and know that you are their friend and brother. 

If they voted against you with any evil motive, this is a 
challenge to you to return good for evil, to love them that 
despitefully use you. 

Bishop Thomas Nicholson said, “The man who succeeds 
as a minister must have a genuine love of folks, and be a 
man of service.” You can win by bearing the fruits of the 
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Spirit. One version says, “The fruit of the Spirit is self- 
control.” 

I have known some preachers to tear churches to pieces 
because they took revenge against those who voted against 
them. Some have even surrendered their licenses and left 
the church for the same reason. Of course, these men 
were just too little to be big enough to be humble so God 
could use them. 

I have known great hurt done to churches by dissatisfied 
ministers, who failed to show the right spirit during the 
remaining weeks prior to their leaving. They leave the 
church hurt and diggouraged. Many young saints become 
so crushed to see the minister act so; or sometimes, be- 
cause of the utmost confidence in him who brought them 
salvation, they take sides with him against the other faith- 
ful, more seasoned members. But when the soured minis- 
ter goes to his new field, he’ll not soon shake loose from 
the memory of his littleness. He must repent of it. 

This is the time of the year to start praying for God’s 
will to be done both by the churches and the ministers.

“We are labourers together with 
God,” 1 Cor. 3:9. 

Who are united? Well, let us think 
together on this subject. 

After centuries of almost inhuman 
and unbearable treatment and con- 
ditions, the laboring class of people 
throughout the world took a bold stand 
for their rights. They found broad- 
minded, far-seeing, courageous leaders 
who proceeded to show them the path 
to better wages, better treatment, 
better living conditions, and better 
respect on the part of the world in 
general. 

They found that individual com- 
plaints and appeals got them very 
little; therefore, employees throughout 
the world began to organize into 
unions by the thousands. Soon they 
were of such numerical strength they 
were demanding what they felt they 
needed and, right or wrong, they got 
and are still getting pretty much what 
they demand. So, UNITED, they have 
become one of the greatest forces and 
most authoritative voices in the world. 
One word is the answer to why labor 
is successful—UNITED. 


Capital is also united in all its in- 
tricate, technical, ambitious planning. 
When one phase of industry is goaded 
into displeasure by the demands of 
labor and the public, the heart of in- 
dustry sends a warning message 
through all its veins and arteries, and 
soon the entire industrial system is 
standing UNITED to guard and pro- 
tect itself against what it may con- 
sider unfair demands. If the demands 
have to be met, the expense is pro- 
rated so that the employees and 
general public have to pay the bill 
anyway. It is not hard to see, there- 
fore, that capitalistic powers and mo- 
noplies depend on consolidation, co- 
operation, and absolute unity. This 
is the mortar-mix that holds them 
together—UNITED. 

The term COMPANY is gray with 
age. It was necessity that gave birth 
to it. The world has produced great 


minds—intellectual giants. Yet, most , 


of the greatest geniuses, inventors, and 
thinkers of all times were poor from 
a monetary standpoint; therefore, 
they were not financially able to pro- 
mote their inventions or support their 
projects. Such extremities gave rise to 
the thought of organizing COMPA- 
NIES. The plan was to invite hundreds 
of people to become active members 
of the enterprise and invest their 
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UNITED

money in stocks, bonds, and shares 
issued by the COMPANY of which they 
become members. It worked—just an- 
other unquestionable proof that in 
unity there is strength. 

So, as great oaks from little acorns 
grow, the great and expansive auto- 
mobile, railroad, ship, plane, textile, 
mining, building and manufacturing 
enterprises have become so large that 
they are inestimable, and certainly so 
valuable that they are indispensable. 
Hang the word UNITED over all the 
industries and commercial lanes of the 
world, and that is the answer for 
what they as COMPANIES are. 

A few years ago, there was a new 
and revolutionary suggestion offered 
to mercantile enterprises: the inde- 
pendent merchants, or people in- 
terested in such business, should pool 
their funds into a common treasury 
and set up CHAIN stores. This en- 
abled them to do business on a larger 
and more impressive scale. Now the 
little independent merchants are get- 
ting weaker and fewer, because they 
are reduced to credit business and 
limited in their purchasing power, 
while the CHAIN stores buy their 
groceries, produce, or merchandise, in 
greater quantities and, therefore, at 
a great saving, and receive cash right 
over the counter in exchange for their 
merchandise. This means that the 


CHAIN stores are growing stronger 
and more numerous. It is a UNITED 
system, therefore successful. 

When the people of the earth were 
few and there were differences that 
caused clashes, there was an aware- 
ness for group action. So whether it 
was a matter of one _ family 
against another, or a city against 
a city, or a tribe against another tribe, 
they found that in unity there was 
strength to overcome the opponents. 
They found that it took UNITED 
action to win. 

More impressive and important, 
however, is the fact that family vil- 
lages worked together in achieving 
their common good. We, who remem- 
ber the old-fashioned logrollings, corn- 
huskings, house-raisings, and the 
times when the community would 
come together and make up an offer- 
ing to bury one of their neighbors, 
send someone to the hospital, or to 
work the crop out for a member of the 
community who was seriously sick or 
down with a broken leg, saw UNITED 
action in the right direction then. 
Those were days when the good neigh- 
bor policy was really working. 

The world has been so terribly re- 
duced by our fast means of travel, 
radio, cablegrams, and other modern 
inventions that no nation would feel 
comfortable overnight if it should 
find it was standing all alone. There 
is no possibility of success by indepen- 
dent action on the part of a nation 
or country anymore. If it expands in 
the field of industry, commerce, or 
business in general, it must have allies 
to assure it success. The reason the 
democracies won World War I and II 
is found in one word—UNITED. 

Now, let me hasten to say that if 
peace—the limited kind that man can 
secure—is established and maintained, 
it will come by the UNITED will and 
determination of the nations of earth. 
Of course, we are thrilled by the know- 
ledge that the Prince of Peace is 
coming one of these days and the 
CHURCH of the LIVING GOD will be 
wholeheartedly united with Him in 
establishing permanent peace. 

Organization is another term that is 
equivalent to UNITED. An organi- 
zation is constituted by a group of 
people interested in a common cause 
and purpose and willing to be con- 
trolled by a definite form of govern- 
ment. Some organizations are civic, 
others mercenary, some social, and 
others educational. None of these could 
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TEXT: “For the eyes of the Lord 
run to and fro throughout the whole 
earth, to shew himself strong in the 
behalf of them whose heart is per- 
fect toward him,” 2 Chronicles 16: 
9a. 


How often I have noticed that in the 
writings of the Lord, He chastises 
His people or warns them of His wrath 
to come, but in the same passage He 
often stops to give a comfort to the 
chastised and warned. Such is the 
text of this sermon. It is a consolation 
as well as a challenge; it gives peace 
to the troubled Christian heart, yet 
at the same time impels the true 
follower of Christ to throw off any 
laziness for the cause of Calvary. 

This verse, possibly penned by the 
servant of God, Ezra, as he was in- 
spired by the Holy Spirit, is a truly 
beautiful verse. It falls into two natu- 
ral divisions: a promise and a chal- 
lenge. 

I. THE PROMISE: “For the eyes of 
the Lord run to and fro throughout 
the whole earth, to shew himself 
strong in behalf of them... .” 


What a precious promise this is for 
us Gentiles. Even in the time when 
God worked only through the Jewish 
nation, His eyes were running to and 
fro over the whole earth. Later, when 
God made it so that there is neither 
Jew nor Greek, we find that God sent 
His Son because He loved the world. 
He had loved the world from the be- 
ginning. The great golden text of the 
Bible does not state that God loved 
just that generation, but He had loved 
the world even before the foundations 
of the world were laid. His eyes had 
gone to and fro over the whole earth. 
To me, this Old Testament verse, then, 
is a promise to us, that even though we 
were not of the branch of Israel, yet 
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DRAW 


allmen unto me 232 


God loved us and was concerned about 
us. 

Another reason that this is such a 
precious promise to me is the fact that 
since His Church has become a uni- 
versal Church, not only reaching 
Jerusalem, but also Samaria, and 
Judea, and the uttermost parts of the 
earth, I know that God is watching 
and caring for His servants and chil- 
dren no matter where they be. Our 
own Church of God denomination, has 
reached into many parts of the world. 
What a consolation it is to know that 
not only is God watching His ministers 
in the United States and Canada, as 
they care for their flocks there, but 
He is watching our missionaries and 
native workers and pastors in our 
neighboring country of Mexico, in 
Guatemala, Salvador, Panama, South 
America, those in islands, in India, our 
one brave sister in Angola, Africa, our 
workers in China; yes, all around the 
world, for the eyes of the Lord run to 
and fro throughout the whole earth! 

Why is He watching us? My heart 
floods with joy to know that these 
same eyes of God the Father, who 
watched the children of Israel and 
Judah, the same eyes of our Redeemer 
and Saviour, God the Son, and the 
same eyes of our Consoler and Per- 
sonal Worker, God the Holy Ghost, 
are watching us, to show Himself 
strong in behalf of us. 

When I ponder over these last words 
it strikes the caverns of my mind and 
bounces back to echo with louder 
strain, “to show himself strong in be- 





half of us.” We are but sinners saved 
by the wonderful grace of God; we are 
but human beings. But, God, the 
blessed Trinity, watches us to show 
Himself strong in behalf of us. 

A missionary friend of mine from 
Brazil once told me that he was being 
attacked by Indians when suddenly 
the Indians fled in evident fear, drop- 
ping their poisoned arrows and mache- 
tes behind. Later, when the chief was 
converted, the missionary asked him 
why he had run. “Why,” he said, 
“there was an army of men around 
you with flaming swords. Who are we 
to combat against them?” God had 
let His eyes drop down into the steam- 
ing jungles of Brazil to send an angelic 
host to show Himself strong in behalf 
of His servant. Have faith, little child 
of God, He can show Himself strong— 
yes, even for your behalf! 

II. THE CHALLENGE: “. . 
heart is perfect toward him.” 

What a challenge! This is a chal- 
lenge that cuts me to the very core of 
my heart. A challenge that has caused 
me personally to have a desire to spend 
much time in prayer—agonizing, sin- 
cere, earnest, effectual prayer—for I, 
above all persons, need to meet this 
challenge in order to claim the most 
wonderful promise given if we accept 
and meet the challenge. Who am I 
that I should so greatly need to meet 
this challenge from God? I am a 
foreign missionary, which to me is the 
highest position in God’s work, the 
highest vocation in either spiritual or 
secular work, for I am in one of the 
most needed places of God’s harvest 
field, and, I am a soul winner. 


How proud one should be to be able 
to say he is a soul winner, and how 
greatly he should guard with righteous 
jealousy his right to be a soul winner, 
for the soul is the most important 
of God’s creation. It alone is eternal. 
The world is filled with lovely things, 
but they will pass away. My body is 
important for it is the tabernacle of 
my soul, but it, too, will pass away. All 
that really matters in this life or in 
the life to come is the soul. Hence, I 
am a soul winner, and I must meet this 
challenge: the challenge of a perfect 
heart. 

The word “perfect” makes it a little 
strong, but still I strive for a perfect 
heart. Only the perfect heart will 
please the Lord, and only on this per- 
fect-hearted one will His eyes rest to 
show Himself strong in his behalf. I 
am deeply thankful that I have been 
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Dr. Bob Schuler, Editor of Methods 
Challenge 


Dr. Marshall T. Steel is no fanatic. 
He is the pastor of 6,000 people in the 
great Highland Park Methodist 
Church of Dallas, Texas, ministering to 
the student body of Southern Method- 
ist University. He was one of the lead- 
ing figures in the General Conference 
that met recently in Boston. He speaks 
advisedly, sanely, with thought and 
without prejudice. Recently Dr. Steel 
preached two sermons, the one follow- 
ing the other. They were so sensation- 
al as to cause discussion in the daily 
papers and throughout Dallas. He 
preached on the menace of gambling. 

He not only condemned gambling 
in the horse races, slot machines, 
poker games, dice games and movie 
theaters, but he condemned gambling 
in the churches. Nor did he stop with 
the Roman Catholic Church, as so 
many Methodist editors and pastors 
do. He condemned gambling in all 
churches, even in the Methodist 
Church. It seems that gambling has 
filtered into the high schools of 
Dallas. The clubs of Dallas are satu- 
rated with this evil. The social life of 
Dallas is poisoned up with the same 
vile thing. It is against the law. Dr. 
Steel got all he could stand. 


But he proved himself courageous 
beyond his kind in that he brought 
his message directly to his people. He 
accused them. They fidgeted and 
dodged but they took it. They had to. 
They were guilty. He did not spare 
those official members of his rich and 
influential church who gamble on the 
golf course, often on Sunday after- 
noon. He looked straight into the faces 
of his women who gamble at bridge 
and social poker, and condemned their 
practice. He insisted that there was 
no difference between their violation 
of law and the moral code in this 
manner and the violation which was 
recognized when “the Negro boys shoot 
craps on Deep Elm.” “Selling and buy- 
ing chances in the high schools and 
our churches is most reprehensible,” 
he declared. “No religious group has a 
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right to exemption from the laws of 
the land,” he insisted. “It is high time 
that the church people begin to obey 
the laws,” he emphasized. 

For once, the people of the cultured 
Highland Park Church realized that 
a prophet was standing in their pulpit, 
a prophet who was not afraid to 
speak the whole counsel of God. I do 
not hesitate to say that if such preach- 
ing became general in Methodist pul- 
pits, we would have a revolution that 
would benefit the whole nation. Social 
gambling has become a festering sore 
in Methodism. Our leaders know it and 
yet, though some of us plead vigor- 
ously for a courageous statement from 
our General Conference on this and 
other worldly practices that are sap- 
ping the spirituality from the church, 
no statement came. Nothing but 
cowardly silence greeted our pleas for 


positive effort to counteract the world- 
liness that is eating like a cancer. 

However, one Methodist preacher 
has spoken and Dallas will not soon 
forget it. “When friendly comradeship 
can find satisfaction only when there 
is a chance of winning money, there 
is a serious blight on the character 
of that generation,” declared Dr. Steel 
while discussing the manner in which 
gambling has attached itself to cards 
and golf as used by church people in 
their diversions and recreation. He is 
right. And unless such supposedly 
moral forces as the Methodist Church 
come out in defense of the moral 
character of the rising generation, 
this putrid thing is apt to become 
even more menacing. 

That such sentiment is approved 
and applauded by sane_ thinking 
people outside the church is proven by 
the fact that the daily papers of Dallas 
commented editorially and most favor- 
ably on Dr. Steel’s deliverance. God 
bless Marshall Steel. He has set the 
pace. Let’s not be afraid to follow. 

My hat too is off to Dr. Steel, Dr. 
Bob Shuler and to all the others who 
so courageously expose sin and the 
devil, and fight for righteousness.— 
Editor. 


The Anointing of Prayer

TEXT: “Now he which stablisheth 
us with you in Christ, and hath 
anointed us, is God,” 2 Cor. 1:21. 

So many times we hear our pastor 
or evangelist ask us to pray that God 
will anoint him to preach the Word.

How can 
we expect souls to find God if we our- 
selves are not willing to tarry with 
them at the altar? Perhaps you may 


think, I don’t feel like praying. That 
is when we need the anointing of 
prayer, or the spirit of prayer. God 
will anoint the lips of the prayer 
warrior just as He will the lips of the 
preacher and the singers. 


Prayer is everyone’s responsibility, 
not just the responsibility of a few of 
the faithful sisters of the church. The 
brethren need the anointing too. It 
will help you to live a more conse- 
crated life if you pray for souls in the 
altar. It is true we can do nothing 
ourselves, but God is still on the 
throne and hears the earnest prayer 
of His children. He will send the 
anointing in our prayer life if we ask 
Him for it. 


There is such joy and happiness in 
living a good life and praying for 
others. I heard a sister in the Lord 
say that she didn’t pray much for 
herself but did most of her praying 
for others. I thought that was a good 
example. We won’t have to do much

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What Js a Christian ?

Perhaps many people throughout 
the years have pondered over this 
question, and many are still doing so 
today. Often one will hear the ques- 
tion and even sometimes ask him- 
self the question, “What is a Chris- 
tian?” That question I will endeavor 
to answer in this article. 

My text is Acts 11:26b, “And the 
disciples were called Christians first 
in Antioch.” I believe this is the first 
instance in the Word of God where 
the word “Christian” is used, and it 
was used as a title for some holy men 
of God. It is true that previous to this 
time the people of God were called 
by different names, and different 
titles were given unto them, but never 
the title of “Christian.” Now, for the 
big question. 

What is a Christian? A believer in 
Christ’s teachings; relating to Christ 
or His teachings; in other words, a 
follower of Christ. 

In the text we find that these dis- 
ciples were followers of Christ. They 
had been with Him during His minis- 
try and the days of His miracles upon 
earth. They had been with Him at the 
ascension. They had kept His com- 
mandments and obeyed His words 
and been baptized with the Holy 
Ghost, and now they were still fol- 
lowing His teachings. These people 
were holy people; they had been con- 
verted and cleansed from sin. So is 
everyone today who is a Christian. 
A Christian must be free from sin. He 
is born again and no longer indulges 
in the sinful things of the world. 
Glory to God! 

2 Cor. 5:17, 18, “Therefore if any 
man (or woman) be in Christ, he (or 
she) is a new creature: old things 
are passed away; behold, all things 
are become new. And all things are of 
God, who hath reconciled us to him- 
self by Jesus Christ, and hath given 
to us the ministry of reconciliation.” 
Therefore, a Christian is a changed 
person. A person cannot continue to 
live a life of sin, have ungodly habits, 
and use ungodly language and be a 
Christian. You cannot be a “sinning 
Christian.” There is no such thing. 
You must either be a Christian or a 
sinner and die and be cast into hell. 
Friend, please do not be deceived by 
Satan or any of his angels who will 
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tell you that you have to commit sin. 
You do not have to sin. Jesus Christ 
will forgive your sins and make a 
Christian out of you. Praise His name! 

1 John 1:9, “If we confess our sins, 
he is faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins, and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness.” (Read 1 John 1:7.) 
Yes, friend, you are deceived if you 
let anyone make you believe you can 
commit sin and still be a Christian 
(Luke 16:13; I John 3:9). There is a 
way of knowing whether or not we 
are Christians, and we no longer need 
to ponder over the question. Have 
your life, habits, thoughts, speech, 
and actions been changed? 

A Christian has love. “He that love- 
eth not knoweth not God; for God is 
love,” 1 John 4:8. Yes, a Christian has 
love. Perhaps most everyone loves his 


friends, his family, and relatives, but 
how many of us love our enemies and 
those who do us evil? A Christian not 
only loves friends and relatives, but 
he loves God, the church, the lost man 
or woman, the moral sinner, and 
those who have fallen very low in sin. 
He loves everyone whether great or 
small and is always willing to offer 
a helping hand. (John 15:12-17.) Cer- 
tainly love is one of the greatest as- 
sets of a Christian. By that, others 
whom we may meet will realize there 
is something different about a Chris- 
tian. 
CONCLUSION 

In conclusion, may I ask, Are you 
a Christian? Do you still commit sin 
or has all unrighteousness been re- 
moved from your life (1 John 1:7)? 
If you are not, why not become one 
now? Whoever you are, Jesus loves 
you. Won’t you accept Him now? 

I wish that I had more time and 
space, but I trust and pray that God 
will bless everyone who reads this. 
Amen!

SCRIPTURE: “I love the Lord, be- 
cause he has heard my voice and my 
supplications,” Psalm 116:1. 


I am thinking of a young man who 
was a member of our engineer com- 
pany overseas, while we were sta- 
tioned on one of the island bases, dur- 
ing the past war, in the Pacific Thea- 
ter of action, and during the conflict 
with Japan. It happened that he had 
been brought up for a court martial 
on a serious charge that would no 
doubt send him to the prison stockade 
for several months, or even years. 
Since this was his second offense, and 
the officers being impatient with him, 
it was rumoured that those in authori- 
ty were going to give him the stiffest 
penalty they could possibly issue, 
making this an example to the others 
in the company, lest they should be- 
come guilty of the same offense. 


Walking by his tent one night, it 
seemed the Lord definitely led me to 
go in and talk with him, since I real- 
ized how downhearted he must be. In 
talking the situation over with me, 
and confiding his sorrow, the young 
man expressed a desire to get right 
with God; but if only, somehow, he 
could ever get straightened out of the 
predicament into which he had fal- 
len! Sitting on his bunk, and looking 
over toward me, he continued, saying, 
“T’ve heard so much about God de- 
livering people out of almost impos- 
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sible situations, but never opelieved 
much in it. Now I find myself in seri- 
ous trouble, and will no doubt be sent 
to the stockade for this charge, and 
knowing little what to do. You say you 
believe that God answers prayer... 
then pray for God to help me out of 
this, if for no other reason than that 
it may not bring reproach upon my 
good wife and three little children 
back in the States.” 

I assured him I would not only pray 
myself, that God would undertake, 
but would tell some of my Christian 
buddies about it, and we would all 
pray for God to intervene; I further 
told him that if he expected God to do 
anything, he would have to live for 
Him and turn from sin. We had a 
group of Spirit-filled young service 
men on that island who really knew 
how to pray, and how to pray until 
they got an answer to their prayers 
and until they touched the throne of 
God. On every Tuesday night we 
would gather together out in an old 
Sugarcane patch overlooking one of 
the huge army air bases, and have 
glorious prayer meetings. Going to 
these young men, I placed the request 
before them—that we pray, not only 
for God to deliver him out of 
his trouble, but also save his soul. 
I explained the situation to them. 
That was all I had to do—just tell 
them—for they prayed and travailed 
before God until they felt the victory, 
and then continued praying and 
praising God for what He was going 
to do. 

As the hour for the court martial 
began to draw closer, these young men 
kept praying, some of them breathing 
a prayer out while going about their 
regular duties. Some of the leading 
authorities were called from higher 
headquarters to sit in on the case and 
to help decide the penalty that would 
be given to the young man, with the 
idea of making the verdict as rigid 
as possible. Although no one could 
understand why, as the trial proceed- 
ed, the decisions suddenly made a 
change, and the young man being 
accused was cleared, without having 
to serve a single day behind the bars. 
God brought to naught the things 
that would have hindered Him in an- 
swering prayer, and brilliant men 
who were judging the case could not 
understand why they were so con- 
fused and why this case did not turn 
out as they had expected. 


As I was doing administrative work 
in one of the headquarters there, and 


hearing some of the men talking over 
this case their little understanding 
why the results were as they were 
and why the young man on trial was 
not sentenced to prison, I could but 
thank God that He had answered 
prayer, all because some interested, 
Spirit-filled young men had prayed 
until they touched the throne of God. 
They might not have understood, but 
standing there over my work, with 
tears of gratitude in my eyes, I well 
could understand, knowing that 
through earnest importunate praying, 
things can be done—and for the 
glory of God. 

It is said that the world has yet to 
know the full power there is in prayer. 
It is prayer that moves the arm of 
God in behalf of lost souls, for spirit- 
ual as well as material needs, and for 
relief in times of suffering. Jesus said 
many things concerning importunate 
praying, and He also told what kind 
of prayer God answered, by relating 
the parable of the Pharisee and the 
publican. These two went into the 
temple to pray. One told God how 
good he was, how much he fasted, and 
all the things he did not do; but the 
poor publican, standing with bowed 
head, realizing his own sinful condi- 
tion, smote upon his breast, and 
would not so much as lift up his eyes 
toward the heavens. He cried to God 
for mercy, piling all his sins and his 
misery in one prayer—‘God be mer- 
ciful to me a sinner.” And Jesus said, 
“T tell you this man went down to his 
house justified rather than the other.” 
It is the broken and humble heart 
that touches the throne of God and 
gets an answer from heaven. 


Turning to the second chapter of 
Acts, we see a group of waiting be- 
lievers who knew how to pray and 
how to contact God, through real 
intercessory prayer. Only a little more 
than forty days after Jesus had been 
with them, they had found a place in 
God where they, with the holy wom- 
en and others “all continued in 
prayer.” As they continued, the Holy 
Ghost fell in great power, they be- 
came mightily endued with power 
from on high, and the wondrous 
works of God were wrought among 
them, launching the church out upon 
the beginning of her world-wide min- 
istry. These seekers had watched 
Jesus pray; they knew the power and 
importance of prayer. They had found 
Him in the mountains alone, in 
prayer. They had watched Him as 
“he went a little farther,” and as He,

“being In an agony, prayed more 
earnestly.” 

Many learn to pray more earnestly 
and seriously in times of agony, sus- 
pense, and trial. Many who do not 
pause to pray in times of ease, will 
call upon God in times of trouble. 
Many who have been cold and indif- 
ferent had better get back into the 
house of God, and get down upon their 
knees for there are days of serious- 
ness ahead. Who knows what lies 
ahead of us, during these changing 
times, and of how we shall need to be 
“prayed up” in order to meet the 
crisis! 

Are you needing an outpouring of 
the Holy Ghost in your church and in 
your community during these days of 
seemingly spiritual dearth? Are you 
needing a revival awakening? And are 
you longing to see God move in old 
time ways? Does it seem hard to put 
the work of God forward? And is in- 
terest lagging? If so, then there is a 
way to hear from heaven; there is a 
way to have a revival, an old-fash- 
ioned outpouring of God’s blessed 
Spirit that will shake your community 
—by real intercessory praying until 
God gives the victory. Many are say- 
ing that the days of revivals are over, 
and many are continuously talking 
of the “good old days” when they had 
real revivals; but are we not still serv- 
ing the same God of heaven who gave 
great revival outpourings in days 
gone by? I cannot help but believe 
that He wants to give even greater re- 
vivals than the world has ever known. 
Yes, it can be done, when God’s 
people continue in prayer until the 
fire falls. Praise the Lord! 

Recently, while I was conducting a 
revival campaign in western North 
Carolina, the meeting had begun with 
seemingly very little interest. People 
had been coming out, but for the first 
few nights it seemed no one was re- 
sponding to the altar calls—no one 
getting saved, or no one coming 
through to the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost. With the good pastor and 
some of the other faithful workers, 
we decided to fast and pray, looking 
forward to God doing something, un- 
til we should have an outpouring that 
would stir the country round about. 


About the fourth night of that re- 
vival, when the message had been 
preached, the power of God fell in 
such Pentecostal blessings that old- 
timers said it reminded them of the 
early days, when this message was 
first preached in those parts. Sinners 
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and seekers would fall into the altar, 
mightily under conviction, and young 
and old would be prostrated under 
the power of God. Some who had been 
very sick in bed, upon being prayed 
for, would arise in the name of Jesus, 
and come down to the revival. God so 
mightily working created an interest 
among outsiders, and many from 
other churches, some knowing little 
about the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost, found themselves coming out 
to the revival. Some of them fell in 
the altar, seeking for the deeper bless- 
ings. This break-through started an 
outpouring of the Spirit that lasted for 
three weeks, interest being created 
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among some who had not been to 
church in years. 

I shall never forget the glorious 
happenings and results of that revi- 
val. Young high-school students were 
filled with the Spirit and shouted the 
praises of God night after night. One 
night, at the close of the regular 
preaching service, while the altar 
work was going on, just outside the 
church doors stood a group of young 
people, most of them curious and 
looking on. While they were talking, 
and wondering about the glorious 
things God was doing in that revival, 
one of the young girls of that group, 
being greatly under’ conviction, 
rushed inside and on up the aisle, not 
stopping until she fell into the altar, 
crying out to God to save her soul. 

During the revival there were old- 
fashioned manifestations of the power 
of God such as old-timers remembered 
were in the early days of this 


outpouring. One night two sisters re- 
ceived the same vision, pertaining to 
the soon coming of the Lord. Another 
night it seemed the place was almost 
shaken by the mighty presence of the 
Lord, and one sister saw, as it were, 
streaks of fire sweeping back over the 
congregation, reminding one of an- 
other Pentecost. Old and young 
shouted up and down the aisles, from 
the front of the church to the plat- 
form, reminding one of the reading 
about the old-time Methodist revivals, 
when it seemed almost the whole con- 
gregation would be shouting at one 
time, and people falling under the 
mighty power of God. 

One night a young minister of an- 
other church approached the evan- 
gelist, saying, “I certainly did enjoy 
the services tonight, and will want to 
ecme back again. But before the re- 
vival closes, I should like to have a 
talk with you; so, you come up to my 
home one day while the re- 
vival is going on.” Accepting his kind 
invitation, I visited his home, and was 
cordially greeted by the young min- 
ister, who seemed very anxious to 
see me. We had been talking for only 
a very short time when he asked the 
question, “Just what is this experi- 
ence you call the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit? I heard you preach on that 
subject the other night, and have 
been wondering, and am interested.” 
Carefully, as the Lord led, I explained 
from the Scripture and from church 
history how God in these last days 
had restored to the church, not only 
the great teachings of justification, 
sanctification, divine healing, the 
hope of the second coming of Jesus— 
great doctrines that had been lost 
during the dark ages—but, also, the 
Lord had restored the mighty baptism 
of the Holy Ghost, a real experience 
subsequent to heart cleansing through 
the precious blood of Jesus. I further 
stated that not only did the waiting 
disciples receive the glorious experi- 
ence on the day of Pentecost, which 
was the early spiritual rain, giving the 
church its great beginning, but even 
today, in this modern twentieth cen- 
tury, God was once again pouring out 
His Spirit, and hundreds yea thou- 
sands, had received this mighty en- 
duement of power and an experience 
like to that received by those on the 
day of Pentecost. As I continued with 
my glad story, the young minister 
seemed greatly interested, and, much 
to my surprise, did not try to refute or

Dear Brother Brinsfield: 

Praise God for His goodness to us 
here. We left Concepcion for a visit 
to a station called Caimito. Upon our 
arrival we discovered it wasonthebor- 
der of Costa Rica. With no passport to 
enter Costa Rica, we were ordered to 
be searched by the customs authori- 
ties of Costa Rica. Finding that we 
were missionaries, they lifted the ban, 
and we were allowed to pass. Then the 
difficulties began, for transportation 
was not available to take us in. We 
walked on the track line about two 
hours, and arrived all wet, hungry 
and dirty. In spite of the obstacles, 
we had a well attended gathering, and 
many were seeking salvation. During 
our short stay, we visited several 
towns, and the people were hungry 
for the Word of God. The towns of 
Ziz Carmito, El Mango, and Lemon 
are near each other, and one worker 
would be able to take care of these 
towns, preaching about five times a 
week. 

Because of poor transportation and 
our being unprepared, we were com- 
pelled to return home. We had to take 
the long trip by Puerta Armuelles, 
where we met Brother and Sister 
Gracias, who were delighted to see us. 
They are waiting for us to start a 
work there, and we are praying that 
our return to Puerta Armuelles is near 
at hand, when God will open doors 
for us. Brother Gracias was once sick 
unto death, given up by eight doctors, 
but now he is getting along fine and 
is working. 

The only way to get to Macano 
Chiniqui is by horseback. When we 
were there many walked for hours to 
see us. One woman brought her 
daughter about fifteen miles to see 
us and to hear the glad news that 
Jesus heals today. They all gave 
themselves to the Lord and we prayed 
that God would touch their bodies. 
A man of 112 years walked a great 
distance to see the missionaries. 
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We are receiving calls from far-off 
places. What we need is workers! 
Brother Jose Gutierez from here has 
gone to work on the farms. His mother 
just arrived here and asked that we 
come there to preach the Word. Sister 
DeSouza went out last night to preach 
at El Punte, and God’s blessings were 
upon them there. 

May God bless the Church of God 
in this great program.—Yours in the 
Master’s service, Bolivar DeSouza. 





Excerpts from Letters Received from a 
Soldier in Japan, Written to Rev. 
W. W. Snuffer, Pastor at Oak 
Hill, West Virginia 

Dear friend in Christ: 

Greetings in the name of our won- 
derful Saviour. 

I am one of the three or four Pente- 
costal Christian G. I.’s here in Yoko- 
hama. We are very busy in the service 
of the Lord, working among the 
Japanese. 

Before coming to Japan, I belonged 
to the Baptist Church. After coming 
to Japan, I was saved, sanctified, and 
filled with the wonderful Holy Ghost. 
I want my membership in the Church 
of God. 

The Pentecostal Church here in 
Yokohama is small, but the most 
powerful in spirit of any Pentecostal 
church in Japan. A Japanese girl and 
I started a Bible class in her home 
about two months ago. She inter- 
prets for me. We now have three 
services a week. Many are crying to 
the Lord for salvation, and two have 
accepted the Lord Jesus as their Sav- 
iour and are seeking the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. The room we have is 
small and many go away because 
there isn’t room for everyone. 

I haven’t much time left in Japan 
unless a way is provided for me to 
Stay as a Pentecostal missionary to 
preach the gospel to the Japanese 
people. They need real leaders, called 
by God to preach. I would like to stay 


as a Church of God missionary, but 
the way has not yet been provided. 
Maybe I can get a civilian job over 
here to continue the Bible classes and 
learn the language. I’m just praying 
to God for the understanding of the 
language, and many Japanese are 
praying for me because many are 
looking to me to tell them of our 
Saviour. They must be told.— Yours 
through Christ Jesus, Benjamin L.

hope for progress and success without 
they were UNITED in their purpose 
and methods. 

Our nation is an outstanding illus- 
tration of the word UNITED. First, 
there were the thirteen colonies which 
changed their titles to states; then, 
year after year, they were joined by 
sister states until, now, North America 
is composed of forty-eight states and 
rightly called the UNITED States of 
America. Each of these states has 
sovereign rights, yet they are all re- 
sponsible to the central and federal 
government. Every citizen is controlled 
by and is obligated to his city, county, 
and state, and every state is responsi- 
ble to the federal government, to sup- 
port it in peace and war with men, 
money, and property. Nations and 
kingdoms tremble when we are against 
them and rejoice when we are with 
them. Why? We are the United States 
of America, and that means man 
power, money power, brain power, 
mechanized power, and—to'at least 
some extent—spiritual power. 

If you have thought of it, church 
denominations are after the pattern 
of our government—especially the 
Church of God. The local church is 
constituted by a group of people who 
have covenanted together to accept 
the teachings, doctrines, and govern- 
ments of the Church of God with 
headquarters at Cleveland, Tennessee. 
When a person affiliates with a local 
church, he at once becomes obligated 
to support, promote and defend it. 
Then too, the local church as a whole 
is responisble to support, promote, and 
defend the general church. There 
would be no local churches were it not 
for our members, but since we have 
140,000 members, they furnish mem- 
bership for our churches, and these 
churches constitute the general 
church. Membership alone would not 
mean progress to the church. There 
must be plans and methods of ac- 
tivating the membership. So in order 
to furnish fields of activity for the 
members, departments were set up 
under proper government and leader- 
ship and for specific purposes. These 
departments are different and have 
independent phases of work to do, yet 
they are not separate to the general 
church. Another thing to keep in 
mind is that whether it is the Mission, 
College, Orphanage, Youth, Aged 
Ministers, or Aged Minister’s Widows 
department, every member is obligated 
to support it. These are just as much 
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units of the church as the members 
and the local churches. When we neg- 
lect either department we _ stint, 
hinder, and impede its progress and 
limit its success. The more that is 
done, the weaker the body general 
becomes. After all, the church is en- 
trusted to us, and UNITED we stand 
but divided we fall. 

One of our presidents said he took 
vacations so he could get away from 
his work for a while and get a better 
look at things and better size up his 
problems. But actually, I fear that the 
distance that separates some of you 
from our departments makes it more 
difficult for you to properly estimate 
their size, nature, purpose, value, and 
especially the support from you they 
NEED. I say this specially about our 
COLLEGE and MISSION departments. 
Our publishing interest could ap- 
preciate more and better patronage, 
also. The Lord help us to do our best 
for the entire church. There is such 
a thing as GROWING PAINS in the 
physical body. That is due to the de- 
velopment of the anatomy in general. 
Of course, this is not a fact in bodies 
that have stopped growing. So what 
is there to be alarmed over if a de- 


partment or so is having growing 
pains simply because it or they are in 
their infancy? The fact of the matter 
is that the whole church is in its 
YOUTH at the most and most certain- 
ly it is growing. 

Do we parents toss our children out 
the window because they kick and 
squirm and have spells in their sleep 
and are so fidgety during the day that 
we wonder if they will ever run down? 
NO! Well, a lot of that is from growing 
pains. So let us be a little more patient 
with our baby departments of the 
church; in fact, with the whole 
church. Let us keep it right spiritually 
and morally and we can rest assured 
that it will survive. It will not only 
survive its growing pains, but it will 
mature into a stalwart body and “the 
whole body fitly joined together and 
compacted by that which every joint 
supplieth, according to the effectual 
working in the measure of every part, 
maketh increase of the body to the 
edifying (building up) of itself in 
LOVE.” ALL of this SPELLS UNITED, 
UNITED we are and must always be.

saved through the precious, cleansing 
blood of Jesus, hence my heart is clean. 
I have been sanctified through this 
same cleansing blood, hence my heart 
is a purified, purged heart for His use; 
but still I pray for a deeper conse- 
cration, a higher experience, with the 
Lord in the perfect heart. 

A perfect heart is a heart without 
blemish or stain. It has no selfish 
desires, but only desires to win souls 
for the cause of Christ and His 
Church. It has no hatred toward any- 
one, for it will forgive seventy times 
seven that it may win one. It knows no 
hours, for it spends hours of agonizing 
and sincere prayer before its Maker.

It seeks solely to be in the center 
of God’s will, even if that means for- 
saking home and loved ones to enter 
the tangled jungles to preach the 
gospel to one lost soul.

contradict anything being said. I 
continued to tell him that we who re- 
ceived the baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
similar to that received by the 120 on 
the day of Pentecost, were not of an- 
other spirit, as some thought, but 
were of the same Spirit as those who 
believe in no more than justification 
by faith—the only difference was that 
we heard of a deeper experience, and 
we sought for and received it. I told 
him that any normal, healthy New 
Testament church should have the 
gifts of the Spirit operating, miracles 
and healings, and that these things 
should be the natural things to be ex- 
pected, for nowhere in God’s Word 
was there any indication that these 
things would be withdrawn from the 

church of Jesus Christ. 

While we were talking over- these 
deeper things of God, the young min- 
ister seemed touched, and, with tears 
in his eyes, he acknowledged that he 
believed there were deeper things to 
be had, and that what the church 
in general needed was another Pen- 
tecost. Leaving his home that after- 
noon, after having had a delightful 
time of fellowship, I could not help 
but thank God that He had seen fit 
to use me, in my small way, in telling 
some hungry soul of the great things 
God had done and was now doing for 
His people. 

Yes, I believe there are many hun- 
gry souls throughout our land long- 
ing for someone to present the full 
gospel to them. There are thousands 
needing prayer, needing healing for 
their bodies, and needing someone to 
get under the burden of prayer for 
them. There are souls to be set free 
from the bondage of sin, and great 
things to be done in the name of Jesus 
—things which in the natural might 
seem impossible. But through real 
travailing and prevailing prayer, real 


burden-bearing, these seemingly im- 
possible things can be made possible.
